sroMsoks At this late hour, I can only repeat my plea for 

olemency* I have no right to question the guilt of 
the Rosenhergs, for 1 dia not attend their trial nor 
study the evidence against them; although I have been 
moved by the grave doubts of equipped legal minds, 
about evidence and the attitude of the trial Judge. 

Theae doubts, from such quarters, alone, should move j 
our country to avoid the Irrevocable act of the death j 
sentence. I 

But there are other urgent reasons for clemency. ; 
Granted that the Rosenbergs are guilty, their crime 
is still not proved, in the perspective of the yeare 
vhan it vaa committed, to have been a deliberate and 
hostile aot against the United States and our peopls. 

For Russia at that time v&b our Ally, and, if tho 
Rosenbergs were oomsunista, their motivation night 
oonoalvably have been hovever deplorably misled — > 
loyalty to vhat seemed to them the cause of peace and social Justice. 

Zt is the intuition of thle, Z believe, which has horrified sen- 
sitive people and leader e, the world over, against the death sentence: 
people and leaders vho cannot be suspected of "softneaa* to the com- 
ouniet cause. Z, for veil over a generation, have been an ideological 
opponent of Communism and orthodox Karxism* 

But I know that, despite cynical pover-politios, millions of 
simple men and women have been moved by dreame of social Justice to 
believe in communism. The way to reach people is not through oruelty, 
which they will interpret ae fear. Do ve not dare to be generousT

Strict care must be exercised so that the e!<lstence of this Important 
source of evidence will not bocono knovm to any outside agency.

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Last recember X made a statement in a letter to Judge 
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Kaufman on the case of Jullue and Ethel Rosenberg in 
>diioh I outlined my lapreeelon relative to the evidence 
presented in their trial* I see no reason to modify 
that statement at the present time. The nev data 
relative to the console table published recently in the 
Guardian, if It can be substantiated, confirms my iia^ 
resslon relative to the importance of this part of the 
testimony. I hope this matter will be gone into in. 
great detail in a new trial for the Rosenborgs. 

(1) There has been much discuss ion of the importance 
of the secret data vhlch Greenglase etatee that be gave 
to the 'Russians. * I believe this data vaa important 
and that it vas not publicly knom at the time it was 
disclosed, and I have been assured of the correctness 
of this conclusion by competent soientifio men vho vers 
at Los Alamos at ths time. Scientists vho have made 


contrary statements are uninformed on this subject. It 
seems likely that the data transmitted by Greenglaes vas 
not nearly so important as that given by others, particularly by Fuohs. 

(2) It seems probable to ms that a meohanio such as 
Greenglass, capable of making metal parte from dravlngs, should be 
able to reproduce thoaa dravlnga in rough form after a lapse of some 
yeare. Mo great soientifio knovledge Is required to understand the 
approximate shape, arrangement, and eitee of a mechanical object, and 
oonelderabls information of this kind could have been acquired and 


transmitted by Oreenglase. This does not mean that he could be sJt* 


peoted to understand the theoretical or eclentifio reasons for con- 
struction of the A-bomb. 

Z believe that vs should emphaslxe the question of guilt or 
innocenc^ and questions relative to the fairness of the trial. In 
this oonnsction 1 vieh to smphaslKe certain points part of which I

(1) Three ^ritneoees agalnet the Boeenbergs, Buth and David Green-', 
glass and Max Elitcher, had contesaed to crimes* Buth Greenglaee vas 
hot Indicted. David Greenglaaa hoped for leniency vhlch ho received. 
Max Elltcher stated that he hoped for leniency and has not been in- 
dicted. I do not trust the testimony of self-curifeBsed crlminal8» 
eepecially vhen under such great temptation. 1 vender vhy the govern- 
ment did not call Ann Sldorovich as it promised to do. There vas no

third party to/contradictory testimony of the Roeenberga and Green- 
glasse S i and she coaid have supplied this. 

(2) No connection between the Roeenbergs and Russian agents vas 
established. Consider one possibility: If the Greenglasaes dealt 
directly vlth foreign agentsi the Rosenbergs are not needed in the 
conspiracy at all, either to supply the gelatin box Identification, 
instruct lone to the Greenglasaes, or bribe money. 

(3) It has been suggested to me that the government has much 
evidence against the Rosenbergs involving vital secret data vhlch 
cannot be disclosed in open court and hence that the conviction and 
sentence are Justified regardless of the evidence. I reject this 
theory and practice of Justice as exceedingly dangerous and contrary 
to the historical Justice of the United states. If our secrets are 
so important, then criminals should not be tried and condemned to 
death vithout public presentation of the evidence, and in this case 
crimlnala must go free. Personally, X would like to see this evidence 
and until 1 can see it and discuss it in publlo it does not exist for 
the purposes of my discussion of this case. 

I should like to see a nev trial granted to the Rosenbergs. 

Buch a trial vould give much information about this vhole affair and 
vould be vorth all the cost even if the verdict and sentence vere the 
earns, because the cloud and uncertainty of the present situation 
lovers cur confldenoe in our ovn courts of lav ant^ because suoh a 
trial would place us in a better position in the light of world 
opinion. 

DR. UREY REQUESTED THAT HIS PREVIOUS f^TATEMENT ON THE CASE BE 
REITERATED TOGETHER WITH THE ABOVE STATEMENT AND READ AT THE RANDALL* 8 
ISLAND RALLY. The text follove: 

To The Editor of the Kev York Times: 

After reading the testimony of tha Rosenberg case I find that I 
cannot put to rest ny doubts about the verdict and «^ish to cite the 
following points: 

(1) Max Elltcher' 8 testimony is of doubtful value. He says 
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that he and Julius talked about espionage bat never transferred any 
Information for soma five years • • This doesn't seem probable to me. 

(2) !Nd certain conspiracy betvfeen Sobell and Posenberg la 
established. 

(3) The connections to others than Path and David G^reenglasa 
are not established^ Idee Bentley %»ae unable to identify the tele«- 
phone voice that eaid,*'ThlB ig Julius" vith the voice of Julius 
Rosenberg, If ‘’Julius" did not refer to him in this case* It probably 
did not vhen Harry Gold said* "I come from Julius vhen he met Green- 
glass in New Mexico. From Gold's testimony it seorns that he knew 
nothing of Roeenberg at all. It ueeme unbelievable to me that the 
name of an arch conspirator v^ould be used in such identification 
phrases. 

(4) No contact between the Roeanberga and Anatoli A. Yakovlev 
ie established. 

(5) The government *e case rests on the testimony of Ruth and 
David Greenglaps. He had pleaded guilty, but had not been sentenced 
and hoped for clemency. She has never been ch?,rged and tried, ob- 
viously it seems as a rei'ard for her testimony. A family feud bet- 
ween the Greenglasses and the Roscnberge existed because of a busln- 
eas altercation. The Roeenbergs' testimony flatly contradicted that 
of the Greenglasses. 

TESTIMONY OP R05ENBERG3 

1 found the Roeenberge* ‘ test imony more believable than that of 
the Greenglasses, although I realize that I have not had the Jurors' 
advantage of hearing and seeing the witnesses. Is It customary for 
spies to be paid In vrist watches and console tables? Greenglass 
and Fuchs i^nere paid in cash. The posenbergs appear to have been as 
poor as churchmioe and the statement that Julius ^as spending ^50 
or a night in night clubs seems to me to be a very doubtful one. 
Had he done this, he would have been cbviously and unaccountably 
rich to all his associates. 

However, even if the verdict is correct, I am amazed at the 
unequal punishment for the same crime. For the very same conspiracy 
.Ruth Greenglass was never brought to trial, though she admitted her 
guilt on the witness stand; David Greenglass got fifteen years; 

Morton Sobell and Harry Gold got thirty years, and Ethel and Julius 
Roeenberg got death. Only the last two took the witness stand and 
maintained their Innocence. If oapltal punishment is to be given in 
the future for espionage I should like to have it introduced in a 
case for which the evidence rests on the teotimony of vitneasee who 
did not stand to profit from their teetioony. I do not regard eelf- 
oonfeesed criminals as reliable witnesses.

One document la in David Oreenglaea' hand- 
>/ritingt and la dated "Saturday June 1950". vhlch la 
shortly after hla arrest. It purports to be a statement 
or recapitulation of vhnt he tbld the PBI. although 
there is no internal evidence that vould indicate that 
thle vaa hie firet statement to them. The Importance of 
this document lies In the contradiction it gives to hie 
courtroom testimony; In the language of some portions 
>Aloh sound like a man inventing a etory rather than 
relating a truthful narrative; In certain eerioua and 
- inexplicable omieelona; and. finally, in its confeeeion 
that he permitted the FBI to "remember" for him events 
ha oould not hlmeelr recall. 

This handwritten document hae been analysed 
by a foremost handvrltlng expert, and has been identi- 
fied as a produot of dreenglaea* o^n hand. The authen- 
tioity of this document la further attested by the fact 
that at least four major neve papa ra'^n Prance, Le 
Combat . Le Monde . Liberation (all strongly anti-Commu- 
nlst) and the Communist newspaper L'Humanlte . have 
featured these documents on their front pagea since the 
middle of April vlthout the charge of "forgery* being 
levied by our government.

because in it Krs'. Ruth Orcenglass, David’s wife, contradicts 
vital aspects of her husband’s ‘written statement and courtroom 
testimony; because in this document Mrs. Oreenglasa portrays her 
husband ae a liar and a psychopath; and because it provides some 
internal evidence that Greenglass may have committed a fraud upon 
the FBI, the court, his family, and the public with the possible 
knowledge of hie attorney. 

This document is now being analyzed by an expert in such 
matters, and there is every reason to believe that the document Is 
a product of the Rogge firm. 

These two documents do not deal with peripheral or 
secondary matters In the case. They go to the heart of the ease, 
and therefore raise fundamental douhte, which, when taken in the 
context of other doubts - particularly the absence of a single 
document linking the Rosenberge to a "conspiracy to commit espionagt 
•> cause the trial to be viewed in an altogether new light. 

At the very least, these two documents compel one to ask 
Whether Greenglass end his wife perpertrated a gigantic hoax on 
the government, the courts, and the public. From this f Iowa ^ ; 
suiother qucstioni are the Oreenglasses actually shielding other 
drifflinals by involving two possibly Innocent persona? One 
striking thing about both documents is the complete absence of 
mention of Ethel Rosenberg.- 

Below is presented an analysis of these two documents, 
comparing them to each other where they meet, and comparing them 
to the testimony In the court record. 

1* In Mrs. Greenglass* summarized etatement, she characterizes 
her husband as follows t As to her husband, she stated that he had 
a ^tendency to hysteria*. At other times he would become delirious 
snd once when he had the grippe he ran nude through the hallway, 
shrieking of 'elephants', 'Lead Pants*. 

*0he had known him since she was ten years old* She said 
that he would say things were so even if they were not. He talked 
of suic^e ae If he were a character in the movies but she didn't 
think he would do it*.

Also, at the trial, he testifies, in respect to Harry Gold,

* A. Xes, 1 offered him something to eat and he 
aaid he had already eaten. He Just wanted to know if I had any 
information and X said, *1 have some but 1 will have to write it 
up. If you come back in the afternoon 1 will give it to you.' X 
started to tell him the story about one of the people 1 put into

*Q, Vho was one of the people you put into the report? * 

*A. A fellow by the name of Bedereon, and he cut me ehort.* 
This is an example of how Greenglass' memory improves to 
the point of recolleotlon of minute details, though starting from 
a total absence of recollection of an entire incident. 


In the light of his wife's description of him, these 
discrepancies have to be viewed as more than innocent slips and 
recoveries. 


Later, more such examples shall be given, 

2, The guilt of the Rosenberge revolved around three basic 
allegations, a} that they involved Greenglass in espionage; b) 
that they sent Gold to Greenglass to obtain information; o) that 
they personally received a sketch of the a>bomb and twelve pages 
of scientific formulas and notes from Greenglass, 
a) In hie document Greenglass ssiyst " X told them (the FBI) that 
on a visit to me in November 1944 ipy wife asked me If 1 would r:ive 
information. I made sure to tell the Fai that she was trangmltting 
this information from my brother-in-law Juli us a nd was not her own 


She vas doing: thlB becauee she I Would be angry if ehe 
aek me", 

Xn the type written document one finds: *‘}<r e» Oreenglass 
discussed her visit to Hew Mexico. She was there between Kerch 
19*>5 and >.'arch 19^6* *' 

(Mote that Krs* Oreenglaes was not under arrest when ehe 
made this statement, but was actually home, having just returned 
from the hospital after an accident. It may be presumed that she 
felt less pressure than her husband to •color" a story.) 

Mrs* Greenglass thus establishes that ehe did not go to 
Mew Kexlco until four months after the date her husband established 
as the time of her visit. 

It is also significant here that the government charges ^ 
j overt acts after January 19M» If Krs. Greenglass did not get to 
New Mexico until March 1945, as her etatenent indicates, then 
there is no basis for any corroboration she attempts to give to 
events in New Mexico prior to her arrival. The government brought 
no documents to show that Mrs. Oreenglass vaa in Mew Mexico before 
March 1945, 

Nevertheless, she testified at the trial as follows:

d* And did you in fact go out to New Mexico in Novi 19449 

A, X did, 

(U And prior to the time that you left New lorh to go to 
Mew Mexico did you have a conversation with the defendants Julius 
and Ethel Rosenbergi

A. (continued) And he said » I wanted to know how he 
knew what David was doing. He said that his friends had told hia 
that David wae working on the atomic bomb, and he went on to tell 
me that the atomic bomb was the most destructive weapon used so 
far... (Also p. 727, 399, 423, 424). 

Elsewhere in the typewritten document, however, she makee 
s statement that caste doubt on whether such a conversation 
actually took place. " She would not have allowed her husband to 
bring anything home after K I roshima had diBclosed what the project 
was."

This doubt 1b reinforced by Oold/^teetlDony, during vhlch 
it irfi^vealed that he never heard of th^^oeenberge, and by the 
absence of any attempt by the government to show a connection 
between Gold and the Aoeenberga. 

One final statement In Greenglass’ handwriting easte 
additional doubt on this episode* He writes: But this 
tell you I can honestly say the inforiration I gave Gold maybe not 
at all what I eaid in the etatement ** This is preceded by, * 1 also 
made a pencil sketch of an H.E« mold set up for an experiment .* 

At the trial he recalls the incident vividly, p. 459. *A. 

I got out some 8 by 10 ruled white line paper, and J drew some 
sketches of a lens mold and how they are set up In an experiment, 
and J gave descriptive material that gives a description of this 
experiment.* He also adds that he *gave him a list of possible 
recruits for espionage.* 

And adds, p. 462. *1 showed a high explosive lens mold, 

1 showed the way it would look with this high explosive in it with 
the detonators on, and X showed the steel tube in the middle which 
would be exploded by this lens mold.* 

His handwritten statement inclines one to disbelieve that 
Greenglaes 'recovered* his memory. Rather, it tends to show that 
he was simply eager to please the prosecution. 

o} The government's third major premise was that the 
Roeenberga received from Greenglaes a sketch of the a<-bomb plus 12 
pages of ecientifio notes and formulae. 

The contradictions in points a and be already begin to 
throw doubt on this premise. 

Those doubts are strengthened by the absence of even a 
hint of such an action in Greenglaes' handwritten statement or in 
his wife's summariaed statement. Certainly one cannot say that 
Greenglaes was attempting to shield hie brother>ln>law, since 
elsewhere, as shown, he eays that he was recruited into espionage 
work by Julius Rosenberg. 

This doubt is further bolstered by the following testimony, 
designed to test Greenglaes' baclground and his ability to sift 
overhead data, evaluate it, and integrate it into the sketches snd 
notes, p. 6X0. *G. Now, Kr.

One must road vlth horror certain sharp vorda of those who viahed 
that night should give no peace tt> him vho contributed to changing the 
course of Justice already pronounced on the tvo prisoners. The 
Ghrlstlap.p placed before the rav decisions of eourte, even vhen he 
approves of them and demands them, knows how to find in his heart and 
in* his religion a sentiment of coo:>ae8lon for him vho, having sinned, 
must now suffer the punishment, no matter hov Just, for his misdeeds. 

He himself, vlth all the esteem he may be held by his fellovmen, knows 
that he has more need of mercy than Justice before God. Therefore, not 
with the diabolical yearning for vendetta, but v;ith regret that others, 
having been found wanting, must expiate, does Man, and more so, a 
Christian, accept and vhen necessary, demand that Justice fulfill ita 
hard function. .;v . 

It is again displeasing that in the Intervention of the Holy 
Father, some should pretend to see an intrusion of a "foreign oitlzen". 
The Holy Father is a sovereign and in this case appeared the more 
majestic in that, divested of any national particularity, he became a 
herald of a principle which transcends particularistic regions and 
touches the highest summit of the Christian and human spirit. 


Thus he was not a foreign citizen vhen he, vithout regard to 
nationality or politics, nor questioning the demands of military 
oodeF, shunned the fear that his steps might be misinterpreted and 
permitted himself to aek many times for an act of clemency in order 
to save a human life. 


The reproach to the Holy Father that he was being Indulgent to 
Communists in intervening In behalf of the Roeenbergs and the reminder 
that Communism Is Inhumanly persecuting cardinals, Bishops, Priests, 
Monks, and Nuns, was out of place. This vas an unjust and irreverent 
act, for in no other heart does the painful fata of the persecuted of 
Christ echo as much as in the heart of the Holy Father; nevertheless, 
feeling the sufferings of so many oppressed^ ones, it Is not forbidden 
one vho is the repository of universal fatherhood to make a merciful 
gesture for vhoever suffers under the burden of sorrow, be they 
innocent or guilty. 

There were those vho wished to stir up dissention between 
Catholics and Protestants on a sectarian basis for an act vhich is 
evident from its nature to be above all divisions, vhen the discreet 
limits to which the appeal confined itself should have found agreement 
from those vho worship the sane God. 

Finally, it is moat inopportune to claim the separation of Church 
and State existing in the Republio, in order to reject the Holv 
Father's plea. Not only was this plea addressed precisely to the 
advantage of 2 non-Cathollos, but it, though not taking account of the 
theological reasons that flowed from the religion which the Roman 
Pontiff heads, had its moral Juetifioation for the appeals made to the 
highest principles of hunanitarianisKi; an historical coherence con- 
forming to thousands of years traditions among the civilizations of 
peoples, a precise and solid Juridical foundation In the diplomatic 
ouBtoms of many centuries, concretized in institutions conferring on 
all the right to humanitarian intervention. 

Thus the appeal of the Holy Father, far from causing even a 
minimum harm to the majesty of civil power and the cause of Justice, 
highly honored them, both by its call to the noble sovereignity of 
mercy, and by the dignity of its noble intercessor. 

There is no doubt that vhen history returns to this epieode, it 
will seal with a word of highest praise the magnanimous gesture of 
the Supreme Pontiff.

Siflpral examples ohoaen among many cd^pTltute a glorioue and 
iopeelng documentation, to vhlch are added many more vhen the tragic 
fate of Italy and the greater facility for reaching the Holy Father 
vere such that He received numerous appeals In behalf of unhappy 
Yictims of capital vanishment at the hands of German and Faeclst 
authorities. Previously the Holy Father^e interventions had beoome so 
frequent and so pressing as to induce the German Ambassador to the 
Holy See to express a hope that intercessions on behalf of those 
oondemned by the military authorities be reduced « 




The Holy See anavered him that *ve cannot avoid (vhen it seems 
opoortuns to do bo) invoking clemency from the competent authorities 
even if It be annoying or superfluous to do so. ^ 


These interventions do not counter, but instead fall In with the 
Just and nsoee&ary enuHibrium of the functions of higher personages 
in vhose hands rest the fates of peoples and individuals. 


There are Judicial and executive povere in the high admin istra^ 
tions of nations; but there are also moral po^-^ars which, if they cannot 
rigorously appeal to the Hlght, can claim a sacred majesty from the 
splendor of Sclonce, the value of notable personal merits, the nobility 
of proven sentiments, the august dignity of a religious mission. To 
some, God has entrusted the scales of Justice defended by the svord; 
to the others. He has comnis^ioned the part of moderator and illumina^ 
tor, vhioh would be too short-weighted not to take into consideration. 


Coming to the intervention of the Holy Father in behalf of the 
Posenbergs, it was not intended to bo and was not an undue interference 
In the domestic affairs of another power, nor an invasion of its 
authority. Better than everyohe, the Pontiff knew the limits within 
which he had to keep by virtue of his ecclesiastic and international 
prerogatives. If one considers it well, the Pope did not make a formal 
appeal in favor of the Hossnbergs; he pointed out to the American 
government that many demands were made upon him to intercede for their 
salvation. Presenting his discreet but nonathelesa eloquent appeal, 
vhich carried the weight of his august personality, the Holy Father 
declared that he was not entering /into the merits of the case. With 
this, his intervention hnd nothing in com-non with the campaign 
artificially unleashed by the Co-nmunlets, who vithout qualification 
labeled the Rosenbergs‘ sentence illegal and unjust, substituting 
themselvefl for the courts which had examined the Roeanbergs* faults. 

It was not for the Pope to pronounce himself on the merits of the 
adcUBationa, or on the exigencies of a procedure which seemed to have 
been ecrupulously observed^ or on the testimony, or the ratio of the 
crime to the punishment. All the bore so in a trial which had the 
conourrenoo of the great majority of citizens not only in America but 
out of it; and vaa such that, out aide of a few sporadic criticisms, 
it was not easy to find a single one of those evident characteristics 
which distinguish trials in Communist countries, particularly against 
the Catholic clergy and Bishopric s. The Holy Father did not pose a 
eingle doubt or raise a single suspicion on this soore* 


Apart from the oonclusions of the Judges and the deliberation of 
the powers called in final petition for a verdict on the commutation, 
he made a plea for mercy. It was up to the Head of the State, to 
whom the case was brought, to eonfiider the solemn appeal in the com- 
prehensive examination of all those motives which not for the only 
time in history, have induced a ruler to overcome with clsmenoy the 
rigid confines of Juetice. If, in apite of this, the President did 
not eee fit to grant clemency, the Supreme Pontiff did not intend to 
question who was to decide Judgment, taking into account all the 
aspects of this sad case. 


Neither in taking bis step did the Holy Father deny, as was in* 
considerately reproached him, the right of peoples to defend them- 
eolvee against the ineiduouBnans of internal enemies who today in no 
email aeaeure try to open the road to outeide enemies. It is veil 
known, furthermore, that the Catholic Church does not condemn in 
principle the death sentence, the extreme puniehmant which certain 
crimes can demand vhen they eerioualy threaten the oemmon welfare.

Bll^nns raised up by his sublime call r^a more serene vlslotv in an 
hour of darkness and sorrows and comforted in Inumerable cases 
through the Intervention of hie charity. 

It la not out of place to recall the vork done by the 
Information Offices of the Vatican la response to the thousand e of 
agonized requests that came to the Holy Father personally from all 
parte of the world; the visits to the P«0«W. camps of his represen- 
tatives; the material and spiritual aide given to throngs of 
sufferers, ••At var‘8 end, but his mournful balance not closed, there 
went the Pope, pursuing his unexhausted mission of mercy among the 
sick, the needy, the prisoners, the Institutionalized, particularly 
the Infanta, who In more than one country suffered most and are 
atlll suffering from the dreadful effects of the war. 

The whole Cathollu Church with Ite central and peripheral 
organization, gave of Itself In an immense and divine charitable 
undertaking, ae le commanded by the spirit of Its divine Founder, 
and which today stands forth luminously In the worde and labor of 
the Vicar who repreeente Him on earth. 

It la not by chance that the Holy Father' a gesture in 
favor of the Rosenbergs falls In with the aid he sent In those eama 
days to the unfortunate flood vlotims in England, Belgium and 
Holland. 


This Pontiff, then, certainly had the right, by nature of 
his mission and hie accomplishments, to exercise again an act of 
charity for which his paternal heart had been appealed to with so 
much Insistence, Furthermore, the Holy Father vas not performing 
an unusual gesture, even with respect to the particular character 
of the intervention in favor of the Rosenbergs, As a matter of 
fact, ae L* Pscervatore Romano recalled In the above mentioned 
communique, he "never refuses hie interest when It Is requested to 
save human lives, out of the higher motives of hie apostnlio 
ministry.,. .as he has compassionately done in several other similar 
oaeea, . 


UMINTERRUPTED TRADITION OF CHARITY 


The whole history of the pope's, frequently epeake of 
their actions upon state authorltlea In behalf of men of every 
oondltlon and faith. Not a email part of the Immense and constant 
work of charity accomplished by the Pontlffe could come precisely 
under the beading of "humanitarian Intervention". . 

Says an eminent aoholar of international law; "The 
expreeelon Is derived from the modern diplomatic practice which 
recognized, especially In the last century, various eases of this 
species of Intervention, celebrated as ons of tha major conquests 
of our time, and as one of the ways the modern sense of humanity 
manifests Itself*. Now, continues this Illustrious Jurist, "in no 
epoch has this humanitarian Intervention ueed by state a had so 
energetic forms or was used so frequently* as by the Popes "In 
remote medieval times"* 

And from than on It hae never been lese, while in these 
last years It hae shone with singular splendor in the Pontlfleate 
of Pius XII. 

Nawepapere and perlodlcala have tried to give soma 
indloatlone of this. Still the few llnea remained inadequate to 
the argument which demands another development. Even our brief 
and inorganic llluetratlona lifts only a corner of the veil 
dleoreetly extended rver how much the Suoreme Pontiff aooocpllshed 
during the eonfllet on this question. (1) 



But neither the maneuvreB vhlch the Communlets are 
developing In favor of the Roeenberga, nor the Indignation of 
Americane for the betrayal by vihloh they feel eeriouBly threatened^ 
could dlaauade the Pope from hie intervention^ 

^ It would wrong the coneciouanees which the Holy Father 

naa of hie divine mandate of mercy, and at the eame time mieunder^ 
etand the very great gifts of clearelghtedneee recognized in hiu 
by the world ^ a esteem, to believe that He, in hie goodnese, fell 
victim, aa eome would inainuate, to the insidiousneea of the 
Communiate through the appeals directed to him* 

Not all the petit lone addressed to hie paternal heart 
were from Communlata# The death penalty is an extreme remedy whioh^ 
no matter what the crime it alms to punish, arouees in certain 
people a lively repugnance. More numeroue even are thoee vhoae 
goodness of soul causes them to dwell on the pitiful aspects of 
a punishment rather than Ite necessity, however serious the crime 
that deserved it. Further, the case of the young couple sentenced 
to die together ie so pitiful as to arouse sincere commiseration 
even in those not animated by any Ignoble partisan interest In 
wanting to save their lives. In particular, that a woman should 
wait in a "death chamber" for the moment of execution is in itself 
an event aa tragic as it is rare and is such a a to arouse 
inetinctively a sense of horror# Vhen, then, two children, Michael 
9 years old and Robert 5 # are involved in this tearful fate, many 
hearts can be melted, before two little innocents on whose soul and 
destiny the death of their parents would forever leave sinister 
scars# No one can deny how this circumstance at least gives reason 
to the heartfelt insistence of the mothers who wanted to bring 
their agonized pleas to the Vicar of Him who dearly loved children# 

The Gonununists, who bear the full responsibility for this 
pitiful drama, wanted to use it aa an expedient of their propaganda 
against the United States, claiming reasons of justice and humanity 
and rejecting the results of the trial# But this is no reason why 
the sad fate of the couple and their children should remain without 
an echo in the hearts of many and all the lees so in the heart of 
the Holy Father# 

He, weighing the miserable and fraudulent calculation of 
many yAiOg being enemies of Qod, prove themselves the worst enemies 
of man, acted out of those feelings which while bearing witness to 
the merciful mission of the Pontificate, honor at the same tiua 
the human soul in the most sublime fashion# 

Blevated to an office which puts him above differences 
which can divide peoples and individuals, Supreme Head of a 
religion erected on the law of love, representative on earth of 
Jeeue who died forgiving his crucifixere, the Pope hae received# 
from Ood a lav which is not that of common rulers* Father of all 
men, his appeal for the Rosenberga, rendered more solemn by the 
suffering of the illnese which struck him at that time, admirably 
fits in with the entire work of his Pontificate, which ooincidea 
with one of the unhappiest perioda in all history# 

Teacher and guide of the people, with the torch of 
Christas doctrine, the Pope at the eame time is perennially oalled 
from his sublime office to bow, as did Jesue, before the 
sufferings which afflict the human race In every age# 

But divine Providence has shown that in thle Pontiff 
particularly it wants a pious Samaritan for the eorrove which 
in such large measure are and have been the tragic heritage of 
these yeara# 

It was the Pontiff who tried every way to preserve the 
wcr3Hl from war; and who one day when he went forth in person 
among the ruins and blood shed by bombardments even around the 
Vatican, had already accomplished a tremendous labor to soften

- As the Rosenberg Coealttee launohed an Inteneified 
nation-wide drive to bring the new evidenoe before the 
Aaerlean people and get olenenoy for the young parents, 
it issued the following stateraentt 


'By its unprecedented Intervention against a stay of 
execution for the Roeenbergs, the Attorney Oeneral* s 
Office has shown that it wiahan to block off the 
eubmieelon of 'nevly-disoovered evidence of David 
Oreenglass* perjury to the courts. Thle is tragioally 
consistent with its two-year attempt to keep the oourte 
from viewing the facts in the Rosenberg Caee.
